awarded 

On the night of the 24th January, 1958, Police Constable 
Kama Muthan Krishnan was one of a party from the Har- 
bour Police Station which set out to search for an ex-convict 
wanted by the Police. Constable Krishnan was checking 
persons sleeping on a pavement when he came upon the ex- 
convict who had covered himself with a suree. Constable 
Krishnan had lifted the comer of the saree in order to see 
the face of sleeper and finding that it was the wanted man 
tried to seize him. The ex-convict whipped out a dagger 
and struck at him. He warded off the blow but sustained 
a superficial injury in the chest. Constable Krishnan then 
courageously grappled with the ex-ronvict who. however, 
wriggled free and stabbed him in the stomach and then made 
off. Despite his injury Constable Krishnan chased the cx- 
conviit but was unable due to his wound to follow him ior 
more than a short distant e. On hearing the alarm the Sub- 
Tnspcctor imharge of the party rushed to the spot. Constable 
Krishnan was immediately removed to hospital but succumbed 
to his injuries. 

Constable Kuishnan though unarmed displayed conspicuous 
courage in grappling with a notorious tumour thief and In 
pursuing him m spite of his grievous injury. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible to officers of and below the rank of 
Inspector of Police as provided in rule 5.

New Delhi, the 20t/i April 1939 

No. SSI(A)-28(43)/58.— The Government of India in the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry have been considering 
the establishment of an agency for giving encouragement to 
small artisans, and technicians with invenLlve skill to work 
out details and specifications of processes, appliances and 
gadgets by giving awards and financial and technical assistance 
to persons whose inventions in the sphere of small industries 


arc of a distiucitivc character and of marked value in the 
development and commercial exploitation of small industries, 
In order to give inducement in this direction, it has been 
decided to- set up a Small Inventions Development Board at 
the Headquat lets in Ltie Office of the Development Commis- 
sioner for Small Scale Industries and with State Boards in 
each of the States. The Government will, from time Lo time, 
place at the disposal of the Development Commissioned sui- 
table funds for distribution as awards and for financial attd 
technical assistance. 

2. The i (imposition and functions of tlie Central and SLaLe 
Boards will be as follows:— 

(a) Regional Boards— They would consist of the Director 
of the Small Industries Service Institute in the State; the 
Directors of Industries of the State; two other technical 
experts atul one technical officer of t tie- State Government 
(oncetned. 

The inventors will bring to the notice of the State Board 
their inventions for the purpose of securing awards and 
financial assistance. The State Board will make an intial 
technical sccutiny of the details of the processes or gadgets 
or Inventions and of its usefulness. Jf round deserving of 
support on account of its utility, the State Bomds will recom- 
mend such inventions for financial assistance, technical assis- 
t*ame and/or awards to the Central Board. 

(b) Central Board.— The Central Board -^ill he named "The 
Board lor Promotion of Small Inventions" and will consist of. 
the following members: 

(1) Shri M. S. Thacker, Secretary, Ministry of Scientific 
Research and Cultural Affairs— Chairman. 

(2) Shri Nagcndra Bahadur, Joint Secretary, Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry. 

(3) Dr, B. D. Kalelkar. Senior Industrial Adviser (En- 
gineering), Development Wing, 

(4) Dr. Lai C. Verman, Director, Indian Standards Ins- 
titution, New Delhi. 

(5) Shri M. N. Dastur, Managing Director, M/s. Dastur 
and Co. (P) Ltd., P17 Mission Row, Calcutta. 

(6) Shri T, R. Gupta, M/s. Jay Engineering Works Ltd., 
183, Prince Amvar, Shah Road, C.alcutta-31. 

(7) Shri P. R. Rama Krinshnan, M.P., 17, Canning Lane, 
New Delhi-1. 

(8) Shri A. S, E. Iyer, Development Commissioner for 
Small Scale Industries, who will act as Convener of 
the Board, 

The recommendations received from the State Board will 
b c considered and examined by the Central Board for finally 
recommending the grant of awaids. 

3. The Central Board will frame suitable rules in regard 
lo the financial and technical assistance and the number of 
awards' to be given, the conditions .subject to which they 
will be sanctioned and the amounts of tlifferent awards. The 
BoaTtl will, from time to time, give publicity to the above.

No. 50(4)-TMP(ET)/53.— Whereas all property in India 
belonging to or held hv or managed on behalf of persons and 
firms in Itlay is vested in the Custodian of Enemy Property 
by order made under Rule 114 of the Defence of India Rules, 
as continued in force by the Trading wiLh the Enemy (Con- 
tinuance of Emergency Provisions) Act, 1947: 

And whereas under paragraph 3A of the Enemy Ptopcrty 
(Custody and Registration) Order, 1939, the Central Govern- 
ment has been empowered to order the Custodian of Enemy 
Property to deal with any property vested in him in such 
manner as the Central Government may direct: 

And whereas the Government of India have arrived at an 
agreement with the Government of Italy fur the appiopria- 
tion of a portion of the Italian assets in India vested in the 
Custodian towards settlement of India's claims against Italy. 
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Now, thercfoic, the Central Government, in exercise of the 
owers conferred by the said paragraph ,’5A of tire Enemy 
roperty (Custody and Registration) Order, 1031', and of all 
•other powers enabling it in that beliall hereby directs as 
follows:— 

1. Short title.— This Order may be called the Settlement of 
Indian Prewar Claims againsL Italy Order, 1959. 

2. Definitions— In this Order Italian enemy debt" means- 

fa) any sum which, on the dale of this Order, is due to 

any of the persons specified in paragraph 1 of this 
Order, in respect of an obligation or a tiade debt 
incurred before the 1 1th day of June 1910 which, on 
that day, was an obligation or a debL of anv of the 
following persons: > 

(i) the Italian Slate; 

(ii) any individual wbo on that date was an Italian 
national resident in Italy; 

(iii) any body of persons (whcLhcr incorporated or not), 
which on that dale was a hotly incorporated or 
constituted in or under Lhe laws uf Italy; or 

(h) any sum, not included in clause (a) being a sum 
representing tin* value of tatgo taken otcr In or under 
rhe direction of Lhe Italian Government from Geunaii 
ships whiili took lcfugc in a port in Italy. 

3. Custodian to settle claims.— The Custodian shall -title 

the claims and make payments ol Italian enemy debts which 
have been registered with the Custodian • and are oustanding 

on the date of this Order in accordance with the provisions 

heieinatLer contained. 

4. Natuie of claim, that may be admitted,— Subject to. the 

-other provisions of Lius Older, no claim shall be admitted or 

paid under this Order unless it relates to: 

(a) prisons who aie or are deemed to be citizens of India 
under the Constitution of India, if such persons were 
not resident Or caiiving on business in Italy at any 
time between the llth June 1910 and rhe 10th Feb- 
luuiy 1917; ot 

(b) oilier persons (not being individuals detained in an 
internment camp in India or restricted to a parole 
centre in India at any time after the I Oth June 1910), 
who arc Hritish subjects and who are nr have since 
the. llth June 1940 been resident or catrving on 
business in any part of the territories now constitut- 
ing the Union of India: or 

tc) a bods of prisons which on the llth June 1940 was 
a body ot persons constituted or incorporated under 
the law for the time being in force in what was l hen 
known as Biiitsh India or an Indian Stale, and which 
is ami has been carrying on business in lhe territories 
now (onsLilutitig the Union ol India; or 

(d) a branch carrying on business in the territories now 
constituting Lhe Union of India ot a body of persons 
which on the llth June 1910 was a body of prisons 
i (ii ■ si i l uleil or incorporated under the law ot any 
louuliy which on .that dale "'as at war with Italy; 
Piovided that, in Lhe case oi any persons or body ol persons 
•specified in clauses (b), (c) and (d) who is carrying on 
business on the date of this Order both in and outside the 
leniforics of the Union of India, any sum attributable to the 
business lanied on outside the said teruLovlcs shall be exclud- 
ed for the purpose of making any pavmcnt under this Order. 

5. Certain- claims not to be admitted.— This Order shall not 
apply to any claim in respect of a bank note expressed in a 
unit of Italian currency, 

ti. Notice and examination of claims.— (I) The Custodian 
may, by notice in writing, require the claimants to furnish, 
within such time as may be specified in the notice, particulars 
of the claims and produce evidenie by the production of 
books and documents. 

(2) The Custodian shall then examine the (.hums and such 
evidence in reaped thereof as may he furnished to him and 
dele! mine, with tespect to each claim, lire amount which is 
lo be allowed or disallowed, in whole or in part, lor the 
purpose of making any payment under this Order. 

7. Powers ot Custodian.— The Custodian shall, for tlic pur- 
pose of making any payment under this Order, have power:— 

(a) to enter into compromise, with the prior approval of 
the Government, in respect of any claim with the 
respective claimant or with the successor or assign of 
such claimant in respect of such claim; 

(b) to decide all questions tela ting to. or arising out of, 
any contract, in respect ot a transaction to which a 
claim relates; 

(c) to require a discharge to be given in respect of anv 
claim for which payment is made under this Order 
and lo take any^security for the payment of any such 
claim; and 

(d) to collect a fee equal to 2 percentum of the amount 
determined to be payable under this Order and to 
recover such fee from the amount or amounts dc,ter- 
fnined to be payable under this Order, 


8. Notice of .Settlement of claims.— When any claim is 

detei mined by the Custodian to have been established for the 
purposes ol this Order and the amount for which the claim 
iias been admitted for payment is settled, the Custodian shall 
serve on the claimant a written notice specifying the amount 
for which the claim has been admitted for payment, 

9. Review by the Covernnicnt.— (1) Any claimant, who is 
dissatisfied with the determination of the Custodian may, 
within twentyone days of the date ot servile on him of the 
notice under paragraph 8, file an application for review 
Lhioiigh the Custodian lo the Central Government, 

(2) Tlic Central Government may, on review oi the ap- 
plication, issue orders affirming or modifying or reversing the 
decision uf the Custodian and directing payment of such 
amount, if any, as the Central Government may find to be 
due. 

(3) Any order or direction issued by tlic Central Govern- 
men! under sub-paragraph (2) shall be final in respect of 
tlial ilaiin. 

10. Payment of amount.— The amount admitted for pay- 
ment by the Custodian or the amount as. .modified by the 
Government of India in review, shall be paid by the Custodian 
to lhe claimant ailei deducting therefrom Lhe requisite fee 
oi 2 peiieuLum.
